Oral Contraceptives 
Cause Headaches

PAU, 
France (AP) — "Bonnie 


and Clyde" has stood the French 
beret industiv on its head. 
The Faye Duna\>ay mo/ie has 
set a new style for women's 
headwea.., sending females all 
over the world out in search of 
a beret "a la Bonnie." 
The effect here, where most 
of the world's berets are made, 
hat. been astounding.

Oral Contraceptives 
Cause Headaches

PAU, France (AP) — “ Bonnie 
and Clyde’’ has stood the French 
beret industry on its head. 
The Faye Dunaway movie has 
set a new style for women’s 
headwear, sending females all 
over the world out in search of 
a beret “ a la Bonnie.” 
The effect here, where most 
of the world’s berets are made, 
has been astounding. One beret 
manufacturer calls it “ a m ir­ 
acle.'* 
For, just last January, the 
Pau Chamber of Commerce, in 
its annual report, pronounced 
what sounded like an epitaph 
for the industry. 
“ After a 16 per cent decline in 
sales last year, sales of the 
basque berets are going to be 
stiU worse this year,” the re ­ 
port said. 
But then came Bonnie and pro­ 
duction of berets is up 1,000 
per cent. Crosnier, one beret 
maker, is now turning out 1,- 
500 berets a day, instead of 200, 
its 1967 average. Laulhere,an­ 
other manufacturer, reports a 
daily production of 8,000, up 
from 280 a day last year. 
“ A couple of years ago,” one 
astonished manufacturer said, 
“ all the beret-makers got to­ 


gether and spent millions of 
francs to finance a publicity 
campaign to give men a taste 
for beret wearing.” 
“ It was a total loss. Now, in 
two weeks, one film has done 
more than all those millions,” 
he said. 
That 
film, 
temporarily at 
least, has saved the Frerchbe­ 
ret industry. 
During its peak years, 14) to 
the end of the first World War, 
the region counted 30 beret 
manufacturers. Last year, sev­ 
en remained. 
The first blow to the industry 
was delivered by Turkish P res­ 
ident Kemal Ataturk, who o r­ 
dered his soldiers to change 
their headdress, the chechi, a 
sister hat to the beret, made 
in Pau. 
Styles in France changed; the 
beret smacks of provincialism 
and, except for the basque coun­ 
try, berets are usually worn by 
the elderly and less monied 
classes. 
The French army helped out 
for a while when they made the 
beret a part of the uniform, but 
an end to the colonial wars and 
cuts in the armed forces have 
led to a drying up of army or­ 
ders.

1Bonnie And Clyde’ 
Saves French Beret 


Oral Contraceptives 
Cause Headaches

PAU, F rance (AP) — ‘'Bonnie 
and Clyde” has stood the French 
beret industry on its head. 
The Faye Dunaway movie has 
set a new style for women’s 
headwear, sending fem ales all 
over the world out in search of 
a beret “ a la Bonnie.”

If you are one of the many who are now concerned over the 
proposed gun restrictions now in Congress or Sacramento, it 
would be to your benefit to take a few minutes of your time and 
write to one or more of our elected officials expressing your feel­ 
ings on this now most critical subject. 
Those of us who oppose the proposed legislation must let our 
senators, Congressmen and Assemblymen know where we stand. 
It is my feeling that most of the people in the State of Califor­ 
nia who are encouraging strong gun legislation are the sheep in 
the larger cities like Los Angeles and San Francesco. These peo­ 
ple don’t have the opportunity we have to enjoy the sports of hunt­ 
ing and target shooting. 
The survey I took a few weeks back in this column brought 
little response but the returns I did get, clearly indicated that 
we in northern California are opposed to stricter gun control.

Farming is wheat, corn, soybeans and such; farming is cows, 


chickens and sheep. Everyone knows that. New Zealand is putting 
a new twist on it. In that country down "Ji^pr, new forms of 
"agriculture" which are not really agriculture at all are under 
study and trial. Trout farms, oyster farms and deer farms are 
some of the variants being developed. 


Oyster farming is a highly specialized endeavor. Succulent 


rock oysters are scientifically grown and cared for, in contrast 
to the more common harvesting oi" shellfish from wild beds. The 
crop is flown to gourmets all over the world. 


Deer farms are quite a different story. Deer had become so

A 
new one. ketamipe. is being 
studied because of all 
the 


great potential possibilities it 
seems to have. 


Dr. Gunther Corssen, profes- 


sor of anesthesiology at the 
Medical College of Alabama in 
Birmingham, is most enthusi- 
astic jibcut thi.« drug1, which is 
neither a narcotic nor a bar- 
biturate. It has a w-ide range 
of uses, especially in children. 
In almost a thousand patients, 
undesirable effects were rare- 
ly found. 


The drug1 is said to have ex- 


cellent possibilities for short 
procedures, like dental extrac- 
tions and oral surgery. 


Special operations that us- 


ually are unpleasant with lo- 
cal anesthesia have necessi- 
tated the use of a general an- 
esthesia, which may be more 
burdensome than the proced- 
ure itself. Ketamine may solve 
this problem. 


The safety of the drug: is 


most marked in plastic sur- 
gery, where a child, or an 
adult, may need repeated op- 
erations for skirt grafts. The 
post-operative 
discomfort 
is 


markedly reduced. 


As always, all anesthetics 


are carefully evaluated before 
they are released. At the pres- 
ent time, ketamine is a most 
promising advent in this im- 
portant phase of surgery.

BOOTLEGGING BACKGROUND 


What concerns juvenile delin- 


quency experts about Seagram's 
attempts to dominate one of the 
largest motion picture firms is, 
first, the possibility of using 
the movies to put liquor in a 
favorable 
light; second, the 


bootlegging background of the 
Bronfman family. 


Its money was made back in 


the days when fleets of ocean- 
going 
trawlers and fishing 


schooners laid off the coast of 
Canada and New Jersey load- 
ed with cases of scotch instead 
of mackerel. The Bronfmans 
rose to power during some of the 
most crime-ridden days in the 
history of the United States, 
when trucks convoys roared 
through CanadaandNew Jersey, 
when the police and Coast Gu- 
ard sometimes bribed as much 
as $5,000 a day, when flouting 
the law was the order of the 
day. 


"The special threat of a giant 
whiskey distiller owning a con- 
trolling interest in a big motion 
picture firm is not hard to vis- 
ualize," wrote the American 
Council on Alcohol Problems 
to Sen. Hart. 
"Movies are 


not only used for showing in 
theatres but are widely used 
on TV. The opportunity for Sea- 
gram to put liquor in a favor - 
able light through its heavy own- 
ership of M-G-M is wide open. 
When one considers the modern 
moral laxity of today's motion 
pictures it is possible to vis- 
ualize how much more a moral 
breakdown may result from the 
control of movie production by 
the biggest whiskey distiller." 


BRONFMAN BROTHERS'PAST 
Some insight regarding the 
background of the 
Bronfman 


family can be gathered from 
Sen. Kefauver's crime hearings 
and the testimony of "Niggy" 
Rutkin, an ex-bootlegger. 
In 


reply to a question regarding 
the Bronfmans, Rutkin testified: 
"Well, the Bronfmans are four 
brothers from Montreal. They 
own little hotels up there. Now 
if you want to find out more 
about the hotels you can ask the 
Canadian Mounted Police." 


Sen. Kefauver: "Are they like 
certain types of tourist camps 
down south?" 


"I don't know what they are 


but only from what I read of 
hotels the people sleep very 
fast. 
They rent them quite a 


few times during the night." 


Sam Bronfman, when queried 


by this column regarding Rut- 
kin's testimony, described it as 
"all nonsense." 


Rutkin also testified that the 
Bronfmans "have been accused 
of bribing Canadian officials or 
a Canadian official and they have 
had big headlines in 1935 for 
defrauding 
the Canadian gov- 


ernment of I think it was five 
or ten million dollars." 


When queried by this column, 


Sam Bronfman also denied Rut- 
kin's charge—he said that Rut- 
kin had been suing him. 
"I 


can't help it UC FUitkin sues or 
what he says," the elder Bronf- 
man contended. 


However, 
official 
records 


show that the Canadian gov- 
ernment on Dec. 11, 1934, filed 
charges against the Bronfman 
brothers fordefraudingtlie gov- 
ernment out of $5 million of 
revenue by smuggling whiskey. 
Thfi penalty was $10 million. 


The case was subsequently re- 


ported settled out of court. A 
claim by the U.S. Treasury a- 
gainst Seagram for smuggling 
whiskey Into the United States 
was also settled by Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry Morgan- 
thau, May 15, 1936, by a pay- 
ment by Seagram of $1,500,- 
000. 


The signs are there, and they 
are alarming, that the oracles of 
the old left are fading away in- 
to, alas not unintelligibility, 
but utter intellectual ineptitude.

sors Arthur Schlesinger Jr. and 
John 
Kenneth Galbraith, who 


have for years served the left-

agents of 


what had then become the Es- 
tablishment, and from respect- 
ively the White House and New 
Delhi, did what they could to ex- 
alt the accomplishments and ex- 
cuse the ineptitudes of Camelot. 
One wonders what has come 
over the gentlemen who, what- 
ever the weaknesses in their 
conclusions, have, in the past, 
proved capable of block-build- 
ing thought. Consider first Mr. 
Schlesinger, being questioned 
by Mr. Nat Hentoff: 


Hentoff: Dr. Schlesinger, the 
terms now that have been in- 
troduced are "extradsmocrat- 
ic," 
"extraparliamentary." 


What's 
your 
reaction 
to 


Columbia (University) in that 
context ? 
Schlesinger: There is nothing 
that the students at Columbia 
did which was not wholly con- 
sistent with the American ver- 
sion of democracy . . . There 
is nothing — and I will repeat 
it — there is nothing in what 
the Columbia students did which 
is in.the slightest degree extra- 
democratic . . . 


Now, 
said Columbia students; 


entered buildings unlawfully; 
seizsd them unlawfully; denied 
access to them to others un- 
lawfully; 
kidnapped 
hostages 


unlawfully; disfigured and de- 
stroyed private property un- 
lawfully; denied the civil rights 
of other students and faculty 
unlawfully 
—not bad for one 


non-extrademocratic 
episode. 


You will note that Mr. Schles- 


ingor is disposed to protect 
the United States from such acts 
of lawbreaking as prevent those 
with whom he is associated with 
coming to power. One can ima- 
gine 
Mr. Schlesinger"s com- 


ments 
towards 
someone who 


calmly announced that the as- 
sassination of Dr. Martin Luth- 
er King 
was not outside the 


American tradition. 
Professor Galbraith is right 
in there. In his commencement 
address at Tufts he says some 
remarkable things, remarkable 
primarily on account of their 
mutual irreconcilability. He de- 
nounces, for instance, the pre- 
dictable reaction against apan- 
icked gun-control law. "The 
reaction (to the assassination of 
Mr. Kennedy) will be great 
and anguished wonder over the 
sickness of our society, great 
and (etc.) which carefully skirts 
the conclusions that all sensible 
men should reach" namely gun 
control. It is not recorded that 
during the past ten years, when 
the Warren Court consistently 
elabora*°<l the rights of accused 
even as the crime rate consis- 
tently rose, that Professor Gal- 
braith ever criticized those de- 
fenders of the Supreme Court 


who, 
while showing great and 


anguished wonder over the in- 
creased crime rate, neverthe- 
less warned against . . . 


Yivi sense the distortion in Mr. 


G's grasp on things. "Few wish 
to point out/' he says quite 
rightly, it being fortunately only 
a few who are driven to such 
paralogisms 
as 
Mr. 
Gal- 


braith's, "that if, indeed, the 
war in Vietnam is essential to 
American survival, as its de- 
fenders solemnly assert, no one 
can be surprised if wild men 


draw the seemingly logical con- 
clusion about those who oppose 
the war here at home." 


If that means anything at all, 


which alas it does , it is that 
Professor Galbraith is saying 
that American citizens who back 
the war in Vietnam are en- 
gaged in treating American citi- 
zens who don't belie vein the war 
in Vietnam as traitors, and what 
do you do to traitors? Why you 
shot 'em up. Most extraordin- 
arily, Mr. Galbraith's address 
was delivered in the wake of and 
explicitly 
animated scene by 


the murder of Robert Kennedy, 
whose 
assailant was 
never 


known to have given five min- 
utes' concern for the Vietnam 
War. What on earth is Mr.Gal- 
braith thinking about ? 
It is contended by shrewd ob- 
servers of the cultural political 
scene that Messrs. Schlesinger 
and Galbraith always conscious 
of where is their natural con- 
stituency, feel the necessity to 
move sharply to the left so as 
to continue to warrant the con- 
fidence 
of the left. They are 


manifestly prepared to sur- 
render reason, on which their 
hold was always precarious. But 
it is a pity, considering that 
such help as they now extend to 
the new left will nourish the 
imoulses to violence which they 
deplore particularly, ifnotgen- 
erically.

New Zealand's New ‘Farms' 


Farm ing is wheat, corn, soybeans and such; farming is cows, 
chickens and sheep. Everyone knows that. New Zealand is putting 
a new tw ist on it. In that country down uncter, new form s of 
“ agriculture” which are not really agriculture at all are under 
study and tria l. Trout farm s, oyster farm s and deer farm s are 
some of the variants being developed. 


O yster farm ing is a highly specialized endeavor. Succulent 
rock oysters a re scientifically grown and cared for, in contrast 
to the m ore common harvesting of shellfish from wild beds. The 
crop is flown to gourm ets all over the world. 


Deer farm s are quite a different story. D eer had become so 
abundant that hunters established a booming trade in venison, 
with governm ent approval. Now deer can be “ farm ed-' in e ro ­ 
sion-free a re a s, subject to rigid inspection and available to 
the com m ercial m arket. Venison is increasingly on the menu. 


New Zealand has long been famed for its trout. Until recen t­ 
ly, the farm ing of these game fish met with opposition from con­ 
servationists, but their objections have been m et by careful gov­ 
ernm ent regulation. 


So when they ask in New Zealand, “ How they gonna keep ’em 
down on the farm ?” th ere’s an answ er that makes sense; With 
som e new ideas about what a farm can be.

Dr. G unther Corssen, profes­ 
sor of anesthesiology a t the 
Medical College of A labam a in 
B irm ingham , is m ost enthusi­ 
astic ab c u t this drug, which is 
neither a narcotic nor a bar­ 
biturate. I t has a wide range 
cf uses, especially in children. 
In alm ost a thousand patients, 
undesirable effects w ere rare­ 
ly found. 
The d ru g is said to have ex­ 
cellent possibilities fo r short 
procedures, like dental ex trac­ 
tions and oral surgery. 
Special operations th a t us­ 
ually are unpleasant w ith lo­ 
cal anesthesia have necessi­ 
tated the use of a general an ­ 
esthesia, w hich m ay be mora 
burdensom e th a n the proced­ 
ure itself. K etam ine m ay solve 
this problem . 
The sa fe ty of the drug is 
m ost m arked in plastic sur­ 
gery, w here a child 
or an 
adult, m ay need re; ¿ted op­ 
erations fo r skin g rafts. The 
post-operative 
discom fort 
is 
m arkedly reduced. 
As alw ays, all anesthetics 
are carefully evaluated before 
they are released. A t th e pres­ 
ent tim e, ketam ine is a most 
prom ising advent in th is im­ 
portant phase of surgery.

What concerns juvenile delin ­ 
quency experts about S eagram 's

bootlegging background of the 
Bronfman fam ily. 
Its money was made back in 
the days when fleets of ocean­ 
going 
traw lers 
and 
fishing 
schooners laid off the coast of 
Canada and New Jersey load­ 
ed with cases of scotch instead 
of m ackerel. 
The Bronfm ans 
rose to power during some of the 
m ost crim e-ridden days in the 
history 
of the United States, 
when 
trucks convoys ro ared 
through Canada and New Je rse y , 
when the police and C oast Gu­ 
ard som etim es bribed as much 
as $5,000 a day, when flouting 
the law was the order of the 
day. 
“ The special threat of a giant 
whiskey d istiller owning a con­ 
trolling interest in a big motion 
picture firm is not hard to v is­ 
u alize ," wrote the A m erican 
Council on Alcohol Problem s 
to Sen. H art. 
"M ovies are

BRONFMAN BROTHERS'PAST 
Some Insight

reply to a question regarding 
the Bronfm ans, Rutkin testified: 
“ W ell, the Bronfm ans are four 
b ro th ers from M ontreal. They 
own little hotels up there. Now 
if you want to find out m ore 
about the hotels you can ask the 
Canadian Mounted P o lic e ." 
Sen. Kefauver: “ A re they like 
certain types of tourist cam ps 
down south?” 


“ I don't know what they are 
but only from what I read of 
hotels the people sleep very 
fast.

Sam Bronfman, when queried 
by this column regarding R ut- 
k in 's testim ony, described it as 
“ all nonsense." 
Rutkin also testified that the 
Bronfm ans “ have been accused 
of bribing Canadian officials o r 
a Canadian official and they have 
had big headlines in 1935 for 
defrauding 
the Canadian gov­ 
ernm ent of I think it was five 
o r ten m illion d o lla rs." 


The signs a re there, and they 
are alarm ing, that the oracles of 
the old left a re fading away tn- 
to, alas not 
unintelligibility, 
but utter intellectual ineptitude. 
I have in mind, for instance, 
recent 
utterances by P ro fe s­ 
so rs A rthur Schlesinger J r. and 
John 
Kenneth G albraith, who 
have for years served the le ft-

Schlesinger: T here is nothing 
that the students at Columbia 
did which was not wholly con­ 
sistent with the Am erican v e r­ 
sion of dem ocracy . . . T here 
is nothing — and I will repeat 
it — there is nothing in what 
the Columbia students did which 
is in the slightest degree e x tra - 
dem ocratic . . . 


Am erican tradition. 
P ro fesso r G albraith is right 
In there. In his commencement 
address at Tufts he says some 
rem arkable things, rem arkable 
p rim arily on account of their 
mutual irreconcilability. He de­ 
nounces, for instance, the p re ­ 
dictable reaction against a pan­ 
icked gun-control law. “ The 
reaction (to the assassination of 
M r, Kennedy) w ill be great 
and anguished wonder over the 
sickness of our society, great 
and (etc,) which carefully sk irts 
the conclusions that all sensible 
men should reach” namely gun 
control. It is not recorded that 
during the past ten y ears, when 
the W arren Court consistently 
elaborated the rights of accused 
even as the crim e rate consis­ 
tently ro se, that P ro fesso r G al­ 
braith ever criticized those de­ 
fenders of the Suprem e Court 
who, while showing great and 
anguished wonder over the In­ 
creased crim e rate , neverthe­ 
less warned against . . . 
You sense the distortion in Mr. 
G’s grasp on things. “ Few wish 
to 
point 
out,” 
he says quite 
rightly, it being fortunately only 
a few who a re driven to such 
paralogism s 
as 
M r. 
G al­ 
b raith’s, “ that if, indeed, the 
w ar in Vietnam is essential to 
Am erican survival, as its d e­ 
fenders solem nly a sse rt, no one 
can be su rp rised if wild men 


draw the seemingly logical con­ 
clusion about those who oppose 
the war here at hom e.” 
If that means anything at all, 
which alas it does , it is that 
P rofessor G albraith is saying 
that American citizens who back 
the w ar in Vietnam are en­ 
gaged in treating Am erican c iti­ 
zens whodoaT beiieve in the w ar 
in Vietnam as tra ito rs, and what 
do you do to tra ito rs ? Why you 
shot ’em up. Most extraordin­ 
arily, M r. G albraith’s address 
was delivered in the wake of and 
explicitly anim ated scene by 
the m urder of Robert Kennedy, 
whose 
assailant 
was 
never 
known to have given five m in­ 
utes’ concern for the Vietnam 
W ar. What on earth is M r.G al­ 
braith thinking about ? 
It is contended by shrewd ob­ 
se rv e rs of the cultural political 
scene that M essrs. Schlesinger 
and G albraith always conscious 
of where is their natural con­ 
stituency, feel the necessity to 
move sharply to the left so as 
to continue to w arrant the con­ 
fidence 
of the left. They are 
m anifestly prepared to s u r ­ 
render reason, on which their 
hold v/as always precarious. But 
it is a pity, considering that 
such help as they now extend to 
the new left will nourish the 
im oulses to violence which they 
deplore particularly, ifnotgep,- 
erically.

Farm ing is wheat, com , soybeans and such; farming is c o w s , 
chickens and sheep. Everyone knows that. New Zealand is putting 
a new tw ist on it. In that country down under, new form s of 
“ agriculture” which are not really agriculture at all are under 
study and tria l. T rout farm s, o y ster farm s and deer farm s a re 
som e of the v ariants being developed. 


O yster farm ing is a highly specialized endeavor. Succulent 
rock oysters a re scientifically grown and cared for, in contrast 
to the more com mon harvesting of shellfish from wild beds. The 
crop is flown to gourm ets all over the world. 


Deer farm s a re quite a different story. D eer had become so 
abundant that hunters established a booming trade in venison, 
with government approval. Now d ee r can be “ farm ed” in e ro ­ 
sion-free a re a s, subject to rigid inspection and available to 
the com m ercial m arket. Venison is increasingly on the menu. 


New Zealand has long been fam ed for its trout. Until re c e n t­ 
ly, the farm ing of these game fish m et with opposition from con­ 
servationists, but their objections have been m et by careful gov­ 
ernm ent regulation.

injured, 
but insignifi- 
c a n 1 1 y . 
They 
undoubtedly 
would have been killed had 
they not been wearing both 
their seat belts and harnesses.

adding th an k s fo r th e double 
advice I had been given.

The ultim ate hope of scien­ 
tists w orking w ith new anes­ 
thetics is to create one of 
m axim um safety. M any are 
now available and a re given 
to patients of all ages w ithout 
any of the fea rs th a t previous­ 
ly burdened doctors and su r­ 
geons. 
The 
"ideal" 
anesthetic

Schlesinger, being questioned 
by M r. Nat Hentoff: 
Hentoff: D r. Schlesinger, the 
te rm s now that have been in­ 
troduced a re “ extradem ocrat- 
ic ,” 
“ extraparliam entary.” 
W hat’s 
your 
reaction 
to 
Columbia (U niversity) in that 
context ? 
Schlesinger: T here is nothing 
that the students at Columbia 
did which was not wholly con­ 
sistent with the American v e r­ 
sion of dem ocracy . . . T here 
is nothing — and I will repeat 
it — there is nothing in what 
the Columbia students did which 
is in the slightest degree ex tra - 
dem ocratic . . . 


Now, said Columbia students; 
entered 
buildings unlawfully; 
seized them unlawfully; denied 
access to them to others un­ 
lawfully; 
kidnapped 
hostages 
unlawfully; disfigured and d e ­ 
stroyed private property un­ 
lawfully; denied the civil rights 
of other students and faculty 
unlawfully 
-nnot bad for one 
non-extradem ocratic 
episode. 
You will note that M r. Schles­ 
inger is disposed to protect 
the United States from such acts 
of lawbreaking as prevent those 
with whom he is associated with 
coming to power. One can im a­ 
gine 
M r. Schlesinger’s com ­ 
m ents 
towards 
someone who 
calm ly announced that the a s ­ 
sassination of D r. M artin Luth­ 
e r King 
was not outside the 


A m erican tradition. 
P rofessor G albraith is right 
in there. In his commencement 
address at Tufts he says som e 
rem arkable things, rem arkable 
prim arily on account of their 
mutual irreconcilability. He de­ 
nounces, for instance, the p re ­ 
dictable reaction against a pan­ 
icked gun-control law. “ The 
reaction (to the assassination of 
M r. Kennedy) will be great 
and anguished wonder over the 
sickness of our society, great 
and (etc,) which carefully sk irts 
the conclusions that all sensible 
men should reach ” namely gun 
control. It is not recorded that 
during the past ten years, when 
the W arren Court consistently 
elaborated the rights of accused 
even as the crim e rate co n sis­ 
tently ro se, that P rofessor G al­ 
braith ever criticized those d e­ 
fenders of the Supreme Court 
who, while showing great and 
anguished wonder over the in ­ 
creased crim e rate, neverthe­ 
less warned against . . . 
You sense the distortion in M r. 
G’s grasp on things. “ Few wish 
to 
point 
out,” 
he says quite 
rightly, it being fortunately only 
a few who are driven to such 
paralogism s 
as 
M r. 
G al­ 
braith’s, “ that if, indeed, the 
war in Vietnam is essential to 
A m erican survival, as its d e­ 
fenders solem nly a sse rt, no one 
can be su rp rised if wild men 


draw the seem ingly logical con­ 
clusion about those who oppose 
the w ar here at hom e.” 
If that means anything at all, 
which alas it does , it is that 
P ro fesso r G albraith is saying 
that Am erican citizens who back 
the w ar in Vietnam are en­ 
gaged in treating A m erican citi - 
zens who dor.T believe in the war 
in Vietnam as tra ito rs , and what 
do you do to tra ito rs ? Why you 
shot ’em up. M ost extraordin­ 
arily, M r. G albraith’s address 
was delivered in the wake of and 
explicitly anim ated scene by 
the m urder of R obert Kennedy, 
whose 
assailant 
was 
never 
known to have given five m in­ 
u tes’ concern for the Vietnam 
W ar. What on ea rth is M r.G al­ 
braith thinking about ? 
It Is contended by shrewd ob­ 
s e rv e rs of the cultural political 
scene that M essrs. Schlesinger 
and G albraith always conscious 
of where is th e ir natural con­ 
stituency, feel the necessity to 
move sharply to the left so as 
to continue to w arrant the con­ 
fidence 
of the left. They a re 
m anifestly prepared to s u r ­ 
render reason, on which their 
hold was always p recarious. But 
it is a pity, considering that 
such help as they now extend to 
the new left w ill nourish the 
im oulses to violence which they 
deplore p articularly, ifnotgep- 
erically .
